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ENGLISH FALCONERS

THEY STILL KEEP ALIVE, IN A WAY,
THE ANCIENT SPORT.

The Lordly Grefalecon They Have Not,
but the Peregrine and Other Birds
Take Its Place—Nooks, Magples and
Partridges the Quarry,

Those who share the now very com-
bon bellef that the anclent sport of fal-
eoury has died ont In England would
Bée reason to alter thelr opinion if they
bappened to be n Wiltshire at the
right time of year, says the Lomdou
Chronlele, aud to have the opportunity
of going out with some of the amnteurs
who there fiy thelr hawks annually at
various kinds of quarry.

If they could galn admission to the
mather select reunions of these latter
day falconers they woull find that sev-
eral of the binls most distinguished In
the chase ln the middle ages are wtill
employed in the selfsame way, wear
Ing bells and jesses and baving thelr
beads adorned with those bright col-
ored boods and waving plumes which
are now mostly known to us ouly as
represented In old world pictures. They
would hear In actual uee such words
a8 “bagards™ and “eyesses, “lures” and
“pelts” and many more which now con-
vey fo moat readers but a vague and
Laxy meaning when epcountered In the
pages of Bhakespeare or Speuser or
Walter Boott,

It is true, no doubt, that there are
many changes. No more can the lordly
grrfalcon be thrown off at the beron on
‘pamsage. for this splendid bird—bravest
and fleetest of all that fiy—has long
been exterminated In these lalands, and
In the snow capped mountains where
she still has ber bome no trappers go
wit & priuce’s errand (o ensnare her for
his service. No longer does a Danish
king send a cast of these noble crea-
tures 88 a speclally welcome present to
bis royal brothers.

But the peregrine we still bave,
though, alas, In ever decreasing vum-
bere. The goshawk, though extinet In
England, 1s still sometimes sent over
from the forests of France or Germany
of Norway to be trained and flown
in the British Isles. And then we have,
though it will not be for long, the tiny
merlin, the much enduring amd much
maligned sparrow hawk, and, rarer
still, though not entirely nuknown, the
long winged bobby. Occaslonally a
lanner from Africa or a shaheen from
India Is imported Ly some entbuslast,
and even the fine shaped barbary and
some of the desert fulcons bave been
seen withip recent years to wear the
bood In England.

All these hawks and possibly a few
others have been trained and flown by
Englishmen who are now living. But
of the whole number only four species
aré now commouly used In England,
Bach of them has Its own special
part or parts to play in the business
for which they are Intended. But of
the very large number of wild crea.
tures In the pursult of which nsture
has fitted each of them to excel only a
few now survive in suficlent numbers
or are to be found In suiciently open
places 1o serve ay suitable quarry for
them, “

Thus, as far as Wiitshire4s concern-
od, the flights for which the peregrine
§s habltually reserved are only three—
rooks, magpies and partridges. It is in
the earller part of the year that the
two first named quarry—much detest-
od by farmers as well as game presery-
ers—-are pursued, the rooks by female
peregrines, especially diguified by the
pame of “falcons,” and the magples by
thelr smaller brothers, called “tiercels.”
The falcon Is fown singly at rooks,
which, when it I8 a matter of life or
death for them, acquit themselves with
great ability In the air, fiylug at a high
rate of speed, especially down wind,
and avolding the hawk's swoops with
much adroitness, The felconers In at-

At the magple the tlercels are flown
W casts, two together, and ench assists
the atber In wrying to counteract aud
defeat the vrafty ianeuvers with
which this knowing quarry endeavors
to clude thelr active pursuit, It is an
animated scene as the horsemen ot-
tempt with loud erles and other nolses
t0 rout out from some thicket or hidlng

In Beptember the whole plan of op-
erations and many of the performers
in them are changed, lustead of belng
thrown off from the fist as soon as a
rook or magple 1s found lu a sultable
place the hawks, one at a time, are put
on the wing before any quarry at all
is In sight. The falconer has satisfied
himself that a partridge or & covey ls
squatting or rupning somewhere not
far In front of bim, and the hawk,
knowing by long practice what 1s ex-
pected of him, mounts stead!lly, often
1o a very great helght, and then circles
about, walting untll the men below
bhve flushed the game, when he comes
down with almost Incredible speed In a
long stoop, which often, Indeed, misses
its mark, but, if the hawk Is a good
pne, often sueceeds, All peregrines ean
be used for partridge hawking, whether
fhey are of one sex or the other and
whether they bave been faken as ey-
esses from the aerie or bave been cap-
tured in the adult state In Holland and
already used In the spring for rooks or
magples,

Of these the sparrow hawk ls
the larger and the more diicult to re-
clalm and keep In condition, Both
séxes are usually employed at black-
binds, although no bird of about the
same slge secwns to come much amlss
te them, and they can be fown at sev-
eral worts of quarry in the same day,
whereas the long winged bawks, awd
especially eyess peregrines, should be
kept exclusively—at least In any one
season of the year—at one flight. The
female sparrow bawk la ‘usually ver;
much bigger than her brothers,
casioually one will be found
4nd ‘courageous as to be able
few partridges In the early
ERINe seanon.

hedge or bush. Rlackbirds can also be
tuken by werlins of both sexes, and
the flight presents no great differences
from that In which the larger hawk |s
employed.

Alauy other small birds can be taken
by merlins, altbough wany are too fast
of flight and too tricky to be overtaken
by any bawk that fles, The wheatear,
which may sometimes be found on the
downs in & tolersbly open spot, i nota-
ble for his trickiness, and it will take a
very good werlin or even a cast of
them to touch bim. But the best quar-
ry for werllus are those birds which
take the alr and go up In spiral rings
with a view to keeping all the time
above the pursulng hawk or hawks,
In this case the merling employed must
be o the pluk of coudition. Often they
bave to fiy wlles, ringing upwanrd all
the time, before they can even get
ubove thelr quarry, and then they must
begin a long serles of stoops, each
made with the utmost energy and skill,
before either of them alms a stroke
which finlshes the well matched con-
test or untll the fugitive has saved
blmseif in sowe one of the wany ref-
uges which are blg and thick encugh to
shield him from further pursuit,

There are, of gourse, other counties
besides Wiltshire where hawks are
fiown, and there are many other quar-
ries besides those mentioned. There
are., for instauce, the flight at grouse
and the very fine and diMcult Alghts at
gulls. But the very existence of ful
conry in Eugland Is menaced with
speedy extinction by the manid for de
stroylng all of the rarer birds. And
those who wish to see it in actual prac.
tice must make baste or they will be
too late,
